“for a drama production that tells a 
story of a real town in real time where 
real people lived, is a lot like detective 
work. Through piecing together fact and 
fiction I have attempted to provide, for 
the director and cast, a multi-faceted per- 
spective of the events and characters 
within the script. 





The Donnelly trilogy, written 
by James Reaney, is an 
artistic interpretation of 
events that occurred in 
southern Ontario 
between 1842 and 
1880 in a small 
township named 
Biddulph, 30 kilome- 
tres north of London, | 
Ontario. Inhabitants 
of this township, the 
Donnelly family, were 
just one amongst hun- 
dreds of thousands of fami- 
lies emigrating from Ireland 
during the 19th century. Harsh penal 
laws, famine, persecution of Roman 
Catholics, and impossible rent increases 
by English landlords had caused this 
mass exodus to occur. Here in Canada 
the Irish found a land where together they 
forged a new life. This life still included 
many of the traditions they had left 
behind; religious infighting, intense polit- 
ical rivalry, and a legacy of vehment loy- 
alty to family. Irish Canadians were also 
characterized by their facility to eke out a 
living no matter how hard the ground and 
high the bush of the Canadian wilderness. 


The Irish who came to Biddulph were, 
for the most part, from Tipperary; a coun- 
ty of southern Ireland. Tipperary was 
famous in 19th century Ireland for its 
particularly acute “reign of terror’, which 
resulted from the hostility between 
Protestant and Catholic Irish. 
Neighbourhood lynchings of an entire 




















family were not uncommon. So, to some 


degree, the violence we see in the story 
of the Donnelly family here in Canada, is 
a reflection of the history of the mother 
country. As a dramaturge, my job has 
been to forage through the masses of 
archival and journalistic material to aug- 
ment the development of character on the 
part of the actors and actresses who bring 
you this artistic interpretation of the

\worlds. Many nights 
after researching 

. (through newspaper arti- 
‘ficles, depositions, pho- 
tographs, and 100 year 
old correspondence, I 
have fallen asleep with a 
question mark on my 


Donnelly and his long silky 
curls, while dark horses surround 


“him and his family, all of them adored, 


feared and finally hated. I am still left 
wondering what it was about this family 
that provoked such a wide spectrum of 
extreme emotion. Five members of the 
Donnelly family were brutally murdered 
in their home on February 4, 1880, by 
over 13 well-known church-going mem- 
bers of the community. The reverbera- 
tions of this dark and bloody night still 
ring through Canadian heritage.
